Tax Rate Here 
Lower Than 
‘Free’ Areas 


The trustees of Santa Ana Col- 


Bm lege disclosed today that the 1958- 


59 tax rate of 34 cents per $100 
assessed valuation is not only 
loWer than the other junior college 
districts in Orange County but is 
also lower than the rate levied on 
the “free” areas not in any junior 
college district. 


County School officials, explain- 
ing the incréase from last year’s 
22 cents to this year’s 34 cents for 
county areas not in a junior col- 
lege district, pointed out that the 
last legislature doubled the tuition 
cost that each high school district 
pays for a student attending a 
Junior college. This doubled rate 
now amounts to $300, and means 
a tax raise of 13 cents. 

Also it was pointed out that in 
comparsion with Los Angeles the 
elementary trend is the same in 
both systems, with a slight cost 
rise indicated. The high school 
costs in Los Angeles have ad- 
vanced almost three times as much 
as in Santa Ana, and junior col- 
lege costs have increased a great 
deal in Los Angeles and have 


actually declined in Santa Ana in 


the past two years.

Congressional Law 


Extends Filing Date 
A recently signed Congressional 
law has extended until July 16, 
1959, the time in which certain 
Korean veterans discharged before 
that date in 1952 may file claims 
for payment of mustering-out pay. 
Orange County Veterans Serv- 
ice Officer, Mr. en Liebermann, 
said today that Public Law 85- 
38, approved last August 14th 
changed the former denttine 
July 16, 1956, to July 16, 1959, 
for veterans to make their claims. 
It is possible, he noted, that some 
veterans were placed on the ge- 
red list by reason of physieal 
ability and knew nothing of 
entitlement to mustering-out pay.

Amid discussion on the question of athletes’ academic 
requirement inevitably comes the point that athletes make 
money for the student body through game ticket sales. 
This has been one of the strong contentions of those oppos- 
ing the 2.0 requirement in question. 

It is true that the coffers of the student body treasury 
are swelled by the efforts of a winning team. But accord- 
ing to the 1958-59 A.S.B. budget, the total income from 
athletics supports the athletic program—and that’s all. 
The expenditures approxmately équal the budgeted gain, 
with the provision that we have a winning team. 


Don’t discount the additional resources that pour into 
this capitalistic organization. Some are small, but all add 
to the satisfactory financial status of the Student Body. 
These are necessary to meet the other budgeted expenses 
of the many functions of the College. 

The latest enterprise which is sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Body will bring unbudgeted profit to the A.SB. 
treasury — the jazz concert. 

_ Student Body Ticket sales also soared above the anti- 
cipated amount, adding an unexpected gain to the funds. 
The book store, also sponsored by the Student Body and 
an enterprise thereof, is still another source of money for 
the treasury. 

The ticket sales from the drama productions are also 
among the budgeted income sources; although not nearly 
so large as the football ticket sales. Still they are an in- 
tegral part of the total budget—and are just as necessary 
to its*success. 

We do not want to discount the importance of the 
athletic program in the total financial picture, but merely 
to point out the other additional and necessary factors that 
make up the budget of the school. They are the ones that 
pay for expenses other than athletic. You will agree that 
these are necessary too. 

There are many individual enterprises of the 
Associated Student Body which may be overlooked as the 
discussion of athletes grade points progresses. Consider 
them before you argue. M.A.H.

_ These are some of the advan- 
tages of studying abroad for a 
year under the ‘Institute for 
American Universities programs. 
The institute is located in Aix-en- 
Provence, France, 18 miles from 
the city of Marseilles. 

Mainly offered by the school 
are courses for those who already 
have attained their Bachelor de- 
grees, but it does offer year-long 
and semester-long programs for 
undergraduates. The programs, 
approved for Veterans, is primar- 
ily designed for undergraduates 
who would like to study abroad 
and have their results transferred 
to their home universities. 

The classes are normally taught 
by American-trained faculty mem- 
bers. using the standard American 


itextbooks. 


Some of the classes offered un- 
der: social studies are European 
History, International Relations, 
European Sociology, and Com- 
parative Journalism. The Human- 
ities courses offer the French, 
German, Spanish and Italian lan- 


- guages, 


Outside the traditional cafe- 
sitting, recreational facilities in- 
clude golf, tennis, and swimming, 
the latter either on the beaches. of 
the Riviera or in the Roman Baths 
that first made Aix famous.
